/\n f~iour with Jesus 

I recently returned from a pilgrimage and as I reflect on the blessings 
received, one of the most profound, was the hour of Adoration in the church 
of St James in Medjugorje. 

One day, my fellow travelers and I walked at sunset along on a path that 
took us across meadows and past vineyards to the open doors of St. James. 
Upon entering, we found the pews already full. An experienced pilgrim 
guided me to the center aisle where we found a space to sit down on the 
floor. As more people came, the crowd willingly pushed together so all those 
that could, were able to be in this consecrated place. When the huge 
monstrance was brought out, silence settled over all. For the next hour, we 
prayerfully participated in Adoration, listening to songs of praise in many 
languages. Even with the packed church, I could feel a breeze blowing 
across my face that I attributed to the presence of the Holy Spirit. How far I 
had traveled to rest in the presence of the Lord! I was exactly where I wanted 
to be and found the closing benediction came too soon. 

What is one hour worth to you? For me, an hour with Jesus is less time 
working a long day, checking email or browsing Netflix. When I first started 
attending Adoration, I admit I was restless and I still struggle when I come 
with my head overflowing with a "To Do List", or I am just too tired. These 
human distractions can certainly be hard to ignore. The troubling ones can 
be worries to pray about. The other distractions, I try to mentally set aside 
and somehow the "the troubles and worries" lessen after this time of grace 
with God. A guiding prayer book can also be helpful to focus in and make 
me mindful of what I want to pray and think about. While I may stumble 
over the words to fully express what I hold silently in my heart, I know can 
come before God in silence. He knows me, my thoughts and desires. I try to 
keep this weekly appointment and now I look forward to our hour together. 
The following is a powerful Medjugorje message from Our Lady Queen of 
Peace: 

"Dear Children! Today I invite you to fall in love with the Most Holy Sacrament of the 
Altar. Adore Him, little children, in your parishes and in this way, you will be united with 
the entire world. Jesus will become your friend and you will not talk of Him like someone 
whom you barely know. Unity with Him will be a joy for you and you will become witness to 
the love of Jesus that He has for every creature. Little children, when you adore Jesus you are 
also close to me. Thank you for having responded to my call." September 25, 1995. 

Every Wednesday at Our Lady of the Black Hills, we have the opportunity 
for this grace-filled time of Adoration. In addition, anytime during the week 
you may come and spend time with the Blessed Sacrament. Be Quiet. Be 
Loved. Be refreshed.
